Uneer Foots About Air 


The celebrated chemist of the Six- 


teenth century who argned that it would 
be impossible for us to lire on the 
earth's surface if the atmosphere should 
suddenly increase to twice its present 
thickness could not have been far wrong, 
after all—that is, if the experiments of 
E>r. Arnott are to be taken as conclu- 
sive In his observations on atmospheric 
pressure at the bottoms of the deep 
mining thafts of fiurope, Professor Ar- 
nott has found that the change between 
the readings of n barometer at the bot- 
tom of a 4,000 foot shaft and one at the 
surface is great enough to warrant him 
in making the statement that air at the 
bottom of n shaft 20 miles deep would 
be as dense as water 
Figuring on the 


same ratio, he finds that if a hole could 
be sunk 40 miles into the bowels of the 
earth the density of the air at the bot- 
tom would be as great as that of quick- 
silver —St Louis Republic.

THE ARMENIAN OUTRAGES. 


Charges Against Three Prominent 


Citizens of San Francisco. 


AN««THEU TEWKSBURX ALMSHOUSi:. 


Two inmates of the county poor house 


of Spokane, Washington, escaped from 
that institution. They tell heart-reiid- 
ing tales of the craelty of Superintend- 
ent Pittam and the sufferings of the 
nnfortuaate inmates. A powerful negro 
attendant beats tho inmates without 
provocation. The poor are fed on the 
cheapest and poorest food procurable 
and complaints are answered with 
blows. 
There is great indignation at Spokane, 


which ia sixteen miles from the poor 
house. 
A prompt and thorough in- 


vestigation has been demanded. The 
Superintendent has been arrested on 
charges of cruelty and mismanagement 
and bonnd over to answer to the 
Superior Court. 


It the charges made against the man- 


agement of the poor house are trno in- 
vestigation may reveal a condition of 
affairs equal to that which existed in 
the Tewkrtmry Almsbouse in Massa- 
chusetts when General Butler exposed 
its horrors. It is not charged, however, 
that the skins of the paupers have been 
tanned at Spokane to make fancy 
slippers, as General Butler showed had 
been done at the Tewksbnry establish- 
ment. 


HOARY HEADED SCOUNDR1SL.9. 


Charged With Committing CilmcB Un- 


paralled In tho Annals of San Fran- 
cisco. 
S Ait FBANOISCO, November 14.—Three 


hoary-headed men have been arraigned 
before Police 'Judge Campbell 
to 


answer to charges unparalleled in the 
annals of the local courts. They are 
Captain Lane and Leon Meyer, capital- 
ists, atd Philip Ratz, a prominent citl 
zen.

to Judge Morrow of the United State 
Court The decision of the Court will 
determine whether several hundred 
Chinese born in San Francisco and 
residents of California are American 
citizens or subjects of the Emperor of 
China.

The books of tho tnuit required iu 


this case were brought into court thia 
morning, also a shoo bar or ingot of 
the bogus or illegitimate melt referred 
to in Mason's testimony yesterday. 


Andrew Mason resumed: "Tuis bar is 


one of eleven or twelve composing the 
spurious melt. Its numbar is marked 
164, on the bar. The genuine melt is re- 
corded on the book as gold deposit No. 
77, in the name of C. H. Peters for the 
Standard mine, Bodie, Novembers?, 
1&92, 2,146 ounces, 2,155 also marked on 
the bar indicates the weight of the 
melt when it cam a from the melting 
room and ia its basis of valuation; 77 
indicates the number of the melt for 
that fiscal year. 


My opinion is that this spurious 


melt was undoubtedly substituted for 
the original. It could be made in the 
works of the mint and was done before 
the annual settlement in June, 1893. 
With regard to my examination of the 
books of the mint and my competency 
to do so I may say that I am an ex- 
part in bookkeeping, having studied 
and had experience therein. I found 
at the completion of my investigation 
that the entire shortage or deficiency 
amounted to $75,649 75. 


With regard to the Melter and Re- 


finer, if he gets all out of the bullion 
;hat there is in it, there should be 
more gold coming to him than he is 
barged with. Daring the fiscal year 
ending June 1888, 49,414 ounces went 
up to the refinery and 49,814 ounces 
came back, giving him a surplus of 500 
ounces, showing good and 
careful 


work (John H. Dennis was melter and 
refiner at the time). In working 60,000 
ounces, the excess allowed by the Gov- 
ernment for loss, shortage, etc., would 
imount to 300 ounces, or $6,000; but 
he melter and refiner must not be 
'ound short. 
I have not made a thorough examina- 
ion of all the books of the mint,' bat 
That I have considered sufficient for 
>his investigation. The books show a 
all settlement and clearance in 1893, 
at which time the outgoing officials 
irere given a clear receipt by Morgan 
nd Haskell, the Government inspect- 
TS sent to attend to it. 
Some of the books of the mint were 


ooked into e,nd discussed for a short 
ime, and the Court stated that it being 
cnv noon counsel would be free to ex- 
mine the books daring the recess, 
inch waa then taken till 1:30 p. si. 


AFTEBNOON SESSION. 


Maaon being on tbe stand, with 


Coffin conducting the cross-examina- 
tion. Witness was shown the melter and 
refiner's memorandum book of settle- 
ment bars, 1893; the superintendent's 
gold bullion account book and others 
i a which he found sundry discrepan- 
cies. The reading of items and discus- 
sion over these books occupied con- 
siderable time with no important re- 
salt, and witness stated that he was 
aot sent here especially to make a 
thorough and exteaded examination 
of the books, but to investigate and 
squarely define tbe alleged shortage, 
which specific oojsct he had accom- 
plished. He was sent here to inquiro 
into and investigate, and not to be 
crosa-examinsd himself or to do special 
detective duty, yet ho had examined 
the roof of the mint, the furniture, 
chimney, settling tanks, etc., finding 
but a mere trifle of loss or shortage. 


Sundry specimen bars of bullion 


from the mint were examined aud dis- 
cussed as to their marking and record, 
including one from the famous spurious 
melt. Witness stated that in the ex- 
amination and assay of the bars in the 
vaults of the mint hunting up the 
shortage they did not detect this spur- 
ious melt until they came to it, not be- 
ing noticeable by its color. It is diffi- 
cult to detect gold in a silver bar by its 
color, unless the gold predominates to 
a considerable extent. 


In the assayer's account book wit- 


ness recognized certain "odds and 
ends," as 
he said, in the way of 


shortage to be referred to hereafter, 
Wrong numbers were shown on wrong 
pages. In the records of consolidation 
melts he found some pages torn out, or 
considered so. 
He found the first 


shortage of the mint in the month of 
July, 1894, amounting to about $22,CUO. 
From June, ISftt, to March, 1895, there 
was a shortage or loss of $7,000 by 
the nitric process. This occurred in 
the refinery. As to the experience of 
Melter and Refiner 
Harris witness 


knew nothing, but he had heard it said 
that if Harris had known before he got 
the position what a risk he was taking 
he would never have taken it.

MURDER. 


Simply the Ravings of a Maniac- 


Examined by Physicians and 


Sent to the Asylum. 


ON TDK FIELD OF HONOR. 


A Former JBonolte H 


Duel. 


Wednesday's Examiner publishes an 


account of a duel between W. B. Mc- 
Veigh and Paul T. Wilkes, two prom- 
inent young men from New York. The 
direct cause of the encounter is a secret, 
but it was made to appear that a quarrel 
was the cause of the meeting. Pistols 
were chosen as the weapons, the 
distance wan to be twenty paces and 
after the first shot the principals were 
to advance and fire at will. Fort Lee, 
near New York, was chosen as the 
place of combat. The preliminaries of 
the duel were at ranged at the Hoffman 
House and early on the following morn- 
ing the duelists and their second re- 
paired to the place selected. 
The 


ground was soon measured and in- 
structions hurriedly given and tne 
firing commenced. Five shots rang out 
and the men advanced to within eight 
paces of each other. Both men were 
severely wounded, but not dangerously. 
The seconds declared that the honor of 
their principals had been satisfied, and 
the men retired from the field. Soon 
afterwards they met and shook hands 
and the party returned to New ^prk.

Merrill did not talk 
much of the supposed murder, but told 
of the dark valley of death and how be 
had crossed it, and said that it was im- 
possible for him to describe what be 
had seen. 
At the conclusion of the 


examination he said he was in the 
hands of God and would have to abide 
by the consequences. He was, taken 
to the Asylum in the afternoon. 
At 


about 4:30 Sheriff Caughlins and Mr. 
Flannigan returned from their trip. 
They did not go to the camp, but sent 
some Indiana to find the sheepherders, 
Joe and Jose. The Indians returned 
and reported the men all right and 
nothing in the killing at all. The 
Sheriff did not see Benoist, but is sat- 
isfied from what be heard that he did 
not know anything about the actions of 
Merrill. Mr. Canghlins and Mr. Flan- 
nigan st»y that nearly everyone in the 
neighborhood were exoited and alarmed 
at the way Merrill was going on.

FUNGUS. 


A Folsonous Growth Which ia Fatal to 


Cattle. 


Dr. H. W. Harknesa of Sacramento, 


President of the California Academy of 
Sciences, believes that 
the death 


of a number of cattle near 
Elk 


Grove recently is due to a poisonous 
fungus growth on the alfalfa in that 
region. Dr. Harkuess appeared before 
the Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
county and exhibited specimens of in- 
fected grass. The fungi -were brown 
blotches like rust on grass. "The 
fungi is known as dothidia," said the 
scientist, "end it may be found in Italy 
and California wherever alfalfa grows. 
Two years ago I investigated the cause 
of the death of several thousand head 
of cattle near Bakersfleld, which bad 
been imported from Arizona. Death 
was found to have been due to this 
poisonous growth on the alfalfa. We 
saved the rest of the herd merely by 
turning it oat on a dry field." 


Dr. Harkness says the fungus is fatal 


only in the month of October. It is 
washed away by the heavy winter rains 
and after that the alfalfa is wholesome 
again.

PUlag of Wharres end Ballroad 


BnlMdby It. 


The teredo is the most destructive 


marine animal we have. It enters the 
submerged part of the* piling of wharves 
or railroad trestles and bares into the 
interior. When it penetrates .the surface 
of the wood it is about the size of a pin, 
bnt increases in size, always lengthen- 
ing, bnt never leaving any part of the 
hole it boies until its full mission is 
accomplished. In this way it stretches 
from the original pin hole entrance far 
if to the interior of the wood and swells 
in size to the diameter of a large lead 
pencil. At the big end are the cutters, 
two clam shells that rotate from side to 
side and cut a smooth, round hole. The 
worm sometimes attains the length of 
ten inches. 


Hundreds of such worms attack the 


exposed wood at the same time, and in 
a ehort time honeycomb it. However 
numerous they are, they never interfere 
with one another, and no instance is 
found where one borer has cnt into or 
crossed the boring of his neighbor, 
though the partitions left between the 
borings are sometimes no thicker than 
a sheet of paper. Another peculiarity is 
that as the places of enhance are no 
larger than pin heads and the worms re- 
main and do their growing inside, the 
wood may be almost entirely consumed 
inside, yet the surface appears sound 
and unaffected. Suddenly, without the 
slightest warning, the wooden pile gives 
way and its fellows follow in ehort or- 
der, and the wharf which appeared sub- 
stantial is wholly mined. 
To combat the teredo many expedients 


hare been resorted to. One is to sheathe 
the piling in copper. Another is to cover 
the surface of the wood with broad 
headed tacks—the rust from -which 
spreads so as to discourage the teredo's 
operations. Still another method is to 
boil the wood in creosote under heavy 
steam pressure, so that the creosote sat- 
urates the fibers of the wood. 


All these methods are efficacious, and 


the creosote process is used with perfect 
success in wharf and trestle building 
all along the gulf coast. Its cost is the 
chief drawback, a single stick of creo- 
sote timber costing sometimes as much 
as $50 —Mobile Register.
